Gibson moved his com- 
mand across both branches of the Shen- 
andoah river, and moving through Front 
Royal, passed on Milford and 
Luray Valley. Before daylight he came 
upon the enemy's pickets and drove them 
in, capturing one or two, and then pase- 
ed rapidly on toward Mulford creek. On 
the way up he met the enemy in line of 
battle, with two pieces of artillery.  Al- 
though his force did not exceed 300, he 
deployed it in line of bMttle, without a 
reserve, and charged them. The enemy, 
erhaps remembering our otber aston- 
ishing cavalry operations, did nothing 
more than fire a volley and break. Gib- 
son eontinued his’ pursait as rapidly as 
it was possible for him to move forward 
in darkness. The enemy kept his artil- 
lery on the pike, snd-after firing one 
round limbered up and inoved off to the 
rear. Owing to Gibson's inferior force, 
he conld not flank the enemy and get at 
his artillery. Bot be kept cavalry to the 
right and left of the road to cover their 
vetting off In the general charge which 
Gibson firat made be captured one bat- 
tle flag. By continuing to press on, Gib- 
son at length drove the enemy over the 
creek and on the line of thé rebel fortifi- 
cations, in which they sought refuge, 
aud opened a rapid fire from carbines 
and the two pieces of artillery. In front 
of this barrier Gibson halted to feel the 
chemy's position, took a few prisoners 
ascertained their strength aud then re- 
tired, reaching a safe position in the di- 
rection of the Shenandoah before day- 
light. The enemy, finding at last that 
the bird had fluwn, set outafter him ut a 
trot, but did'nt succeed in overtaking 
him, a8 be eueceeded in reach: ov the Un- 
ion lines in safety, without heavy loss.
